the final tight ou silver will occur. 


We, tho Democrats of the United 


States in national convention assem- 
bled, do reaffirm our allegiance to those 


reat 
essential principles of justice 


ind liberty upon which our institutions 
are founded and which the Democratic 
party has maintained from Jefferson's 
ime to our own, freedom of speech, 
:reedom of press, freedom of conscience, 
;he preservation of personal rights, the 
equality of all citizens before the law 
and the faithful observance of consti- 
tutional limitations. 


Recognizing that tho money question 


is paramount to all others at this time, 
we invite attention to the fact that the 
Federal constitution names silver and 


old together as the money metals of 
the United States, and that, the first 
coinage law passed by congress under 
the constitution made the silver dollar 
the unit of value and admitted gold to 
free coinage at a ratio znGasuroc. by tho 
silver dollar unit. 


We declare that tie act of 1878 'de- 


monetizing silver without the knowl- 
edge or approval of the American peo- 
ple has resulted in the .appreciation of 
gold and a corresponding fall in the 
prices of commodities produced by the 
people; a heavy increase in the burden 
of taxation and <tf all debts, public and 
private; the enrichment of the money- 
lending class a/t home and abroad:; -a 
paralysis of industry and 
ment of the people. 


We are unalterably opposed to 1ihe 


single gold standard, which has locked 
fast the prosperity of an industrious 
people in the paralysis of hard times. 
Gold monometallism is a British pol- 
icy, founded mpon British greed -for 
gain and power, and its general .adop- 
tion has brought other nations linto 
financial servitude to London. It is 
not only un-American, but anti-Ameri- 
can, and it can" be fastened upon the 
United States only by the stifling ol 
that indomitable spirit and love of 'lib- 
erty which proclaimed our political in- 
dependence in 1776, and won it an 'the 
war of the revolution. 


We demand tho immediate restora- 


tion of the free and unlimited 'coinage 
of gold and salver at the present ilegal 
ratio of 16 to il, without waiting for 
the aid or consent of any other 'nation. 
We demand -that the standard -silver 
dollar shall -be a full legal "tender 
equally with gold, for all debts, (public 
and private, and we favor «nch legisla- 
tion as will prevent the demonetization 
of any kind of iegal tender .money by 
private contrast. 


We are opposed to the (policy :ancl 


practices of surrendering to rthe 'holders 
of the obligatitins of the United States 
the option resewed by law to the 'gov- 
ernment of redeeming such obligations 
in either silver-aoin or gold -coin. 


We are opposed to the issuing of (in- 


terest-bearing -bonds of tbe 
Unitec 


States in times of peace, and condemn 
the traffic king with banking syndi 
cates, which, in .exchange for bonds, 
and at an enormous profit to them 
selves, snpply t<he Federal treasury 
with gold to maintain the. policy o! 
gold monometallism. 


Congress alone has the power to coin 


and issue money, and President Jack 
son declared that this pawer could noi 
be delegated to corporations or individ 
uals. We, therefore, demand that 
the power to issue notes be taken from 
the banks, and that all paper money 
shall be issued directly by the treasury 
department. 


We hold that the tariff duties should 


be levied solely for purposes of reve- 
nue, and that taxation should be lim- 
ited by tbe needs of the government, 
honestly and economically adminis- 
tered. We denounce as disturbing busi- 
ness the Republican threat to restore 
the McKinley law, which has been 
twice condemned by the people in na 
tional elections, and which, enacted 
under the false plea of protection to 
home industry, proved a prolific breeder 
of trusts and monopolies, enriched the 
few at the expense of the many, re- 
stricted trade and deprived the produc- 
ers of the great American staples of ac- 
cess to 'Ltheir natural markets. 
Unti! 


the money question is settled we are 
opposed .to any agitation for further 
changes in our tariff laws except such 
as are necessary to make nr> the deficil 
in revenue caused by the adverse decis 
ion of the supreme court on the income 
tax. 


There would have been no deficit in 


Federal revenue during tho last two 
years but for the annulment by the su- 
preme court of the income tax law, 
placed upon the statute books by a 
Democratic congress. 


Tho obstruction -to an .income tax 


which the supreme court discovered in 
the constitution after it had lain hid- 
dens for a hundred years, must be re- 
moved, to the end that accumulated 
wealth may be made .to bear its just 
share of the burdens of the government. 
We therefore favor an amendment to 
tho Federal constitution that will per- 
mit the levy of an income tax. 


We hold that the most efficient way 


of protecting'American labor is to pre- 
vent the importation of foreign pauper 
abor to compete with it in the home 
market, and that the value of the home 
market to our American farmers and 
artisans is greatly reduced 1 y a vicious 
monetary system which depresses the 
irices of their products below the cost 
of production, and thus deprives them 
of the means of satisfying their needs. 


We denounce the proffligate waste of 


;he money wrung from the people by 
oppressive taxation and the lavish ap- 
propriations of recent Eepublicau con- 
jresses, which have kept taxes high 
while the labor that pays them is un- 
employed and tho products of the peo- 
ple's toil are -depressed in price till 
;hey no-longer repay the cost of pro- 
duction. 
We demand a return to that 


simplicity and economy which best 
befits a Democratic government and a 
deduction in the number of useless 
offices, the salaries of which drain the 
substance of the poeple. 


We denounce arbitrary interference 


by Federal authorities in local tariffs 
as a violation of the constitution of the 
United States, and a crime against free 
institutions, and we especially object 
to government by injunction as a new 
and dangerous form of oppression by 
which Federal judges, in contempt of 
the laws of the states and the rights of 
citizens, 
become at once legislator, 


jjudge and executioner. 
, 


We are opposed to life tenure in the 


public service. We favor appointments 
'based.npon merit; fixed terms of office, 
and such an administration of the civil 
service laws as will afford equal oppor- 
tunities to all citizens of ascertained 
fitness. 


We declare it !to be the unwritten 


law of this Republic, established by 
custom and usages of one hundred 
years and sanctioned by the examples 
of the greatest and wisest of those who 
founded and have maintained our gov- 
ernment, that 010 man should be eligi- 
ble for a third :term of the Presidential 
office. 


Confiding tn the justice of our cause 


and the necessity of its success at the 
polls, we submit the forfcgoing princi- 
ples and purposes to the considerate 
judgment of-the American people. We 
invite the support of all citizens who 
approve them and who desire to have 
them made effective through legisla- 
tion for the relief of the people and the 
restoration of the country's prosperity.

the condition of crops throughout the 
country, and the general effect of the 
weather on the cultivation, growth 
and harvest of the same were Tuesday 
made by the directors of the several 
climate and crop sections. The reports 
received at Chicago were as follows: 


The week ending- July (i, like that 


immediately preceding- ,was, upon the 
whole, exceptionally favorable, and tho 
reports indicate that crops generally 
have made excellent progress, except 
over the western portion of tbe g-ulf 
states, where rain is rnuch needed. 
Winter wheat harvest is about com- 
pleted, except in the more northerly 
states, where it continues. 


Heavy rains in Kentucky and Tennes- 


see have caused some damage to the 
shocked wheat. Some threshing- has 
been done in AVest Virginia, Ohio, In- 
diana and Illinois. Reports generally 
indicate that corn has made tine prog- 
ress and the outlook for an exception- 
ally fine crop, in the urineipal corn 
states, is most promising-. 


Tbe condition of cotton has improved 


and especially over the eastern portion 
of tbe cotton belt and the complaints 
of injury by lice continue to diminish. 
Picking has commenced in southwest 
Texas and will begin in the central 
portion of the cotton belt about July 
20. 


Indiana—Warm, fair weather and 


only a few local rains which have been 
very favorable. 
Corn and oats never 


better, the latter ripening-. Tobacco is 
g-ood, but worms are doing injury. 
Wheat and rye threshing lias con- 
tinued, much hay put up, timothy liar- 
vest progresses; tomatoes are abund- 
ant. 


Kentucky—Warm

lieavy local showers unevenly distrib- 
uted. 
Corn is fine, except in tho low 


lands of the western 
counties and 


whero damaged by chinch bugs. To- 
bacco is growing- rapidly and some is 
being- topped.

A Drug Store, Jnst One Illock From the 


Coliseum, VThero tlto Democratic Con- 
vention in JSoinK Held, Robbed. 
CurcAOo, July 8.—The "long and the 


short man" came off successful with 
their sixteenth hold up Tuesday night, 
and to show their daring robbed a drug 
store on a principal corner in Wood- 
lawn and just a block from the Coli- 
seum whero the democratic convention 
is being held. 


At 9:45 Tuesday night while the 


streets were crowded and the electric 
lights were- brilliantly burning three 
men entered the Woodlawn pharmacy 
at Sixty-third street- and Madison ave- 
nue and covering- J. A. Taylor, the 
only clerk in tbe store, and J. II.

Dlicoverie* In Ohio Mounds. 


Warren K. Moorehead, curator of the 


Ohio Archaelogical society, has been 
opening mounds along the valleys of 
+.he Muskingum river a.nd its tributa- 
ries, making some important finds. A 
small mound on the Porteus farm, 
three miles south of Coshocton, was 
opened, in which five skeletons, were 
found. These skeletons are of unusual 
Interest to science, a5 they indicate the 
type of the prehistoric race. The skull 
is thicker than that of the negro, with 
low facial angles, 
prominent jaws, 


handsome teeth and small brain ca- 
pacity. The skeletons indicate a tribe 
somewhat shorter than ourselves, more 
muscular and heavier. Near Walhond-1 


ing, in a mound two feet high, was 
found the skeleton of a person sup- 
posed to have been the arrow maker of 
the tribe. Just above him were buried 
some GO or 70 of his implements. These 
were made of flint, beautifully shaped, 
and about half the size of a man's 
hand. In a gravel pit near by was 
found the skeleton of a 
child, with 


mussel i shells and other playthings. 
In a mound nine feet high, on the John- 
son farm, were found a stone used for 
playing games, flint scalping knives, 
and a few arrow heads. There are a 
great many mounds in this valley, and 
it is expected that other valuable and

his annual table of statistics, which 
includes a variety of subjects of gen- 
eral interest. The first thing in his re- 
.port is the divorce statistics. There

of forty-five, of which 14 are for adul- 
tery, 27 abuse and. neglect, 2 cruelty, 2 
fraud.
